The De- 
partment hopes and believes It Is, tout 
so far Is not In posseslon of accurate 
information.

A study of the defenses of the har- 


bor at Santiago and the topographical 
features has convinced the experts that 
to 
undertake to carry the place by 


storm fitom the sea, and to attack the 
fleet while it'is under the. protection, of 
the forts, •would-involve so.great-a-'loss 
of life on our part as to be entirely un- 
warranted under the existing circum- 
stances. 


The 
harbor Is known .to Ibe mined, 


and.these mines are £o well protected 
by .judiciously placed shore batteries 
tbat the usual methods of counter-min- 
ing can be practiced -with (only the ut- 
most peril to our sailors. 


Morro Castle, one of the principal de- 


fenses of the harbor, is perched upon a. 
.very high elevation. Its guns, i£ serv- 
ed 
wdth anything like fair gunnery, 


could rain a most destructive fire down 
upon OUT ships, 'and not even the bat- 
tie ships and monitors are designed to 
resist a plunging fire of thlis Kind. On 
the other hand, It is extremely difficult 
for j;un3 mounted on shipboard to be 
sufficiently elevated to thro.w projectiles 
with any effect against a modern forti- 
fication on an elevated 'bluff or hill. 


That is the lesson learned ait San 


Juan, and the fleet t'hare 'had the ad- 
vantage of being able to lie off at long 
ramg-e, wh-l'dh it will ndt possess at ttie 
attack on Santiago.

"I give the Spanish squadTon a three 


months' lease of life if it Is in Santiago 
harbor," said a prominent naval officer 
this morning.

based his calculation on the length of 
time that the supplies of the fleet would 
hold out. Long before that time the 
town of Santiago, which probably will 
be cut off entirely by the Insurgents, 
and perhaps -by United States troops, 
will be practicaDy starved, but follow- 
ing the Spanish practice elsewhere, Ha- 
vana and Manila', for instance, the mili- 
tary and naval forces, appropriating all 
the food supplies, would hold out longer.

claring that war exists betiveen the United States of America and the Kingdom of Spain," and 


Whereas, By an act of .Congress entitled "An act to provide for temporarily-increasing ih&mili_ 


tary and for other purposes," approved April 22,1898 > the President is authorized, in order to raise a 
volunteer army, to issue his proclamation calling for volunteers to serve in the army-of the United 
States.

Noiv, therefore, I, William McKinley, President of the United States, by virtue, of the power 


vested in me by the action of Congress and the laws, and deeming sufficient occasion to exist, have 
thought fit to call forth, and hereby do call forth, volunteers to the aggregate number of 7 5,000, in ad- 
dition to the volunteers called forth by my proclamation of the.£5th day of April in the present year ; 
the same to be apportioned, as far as practicable, among the sWsr&l'States aiid'Territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, according to population, and to serve for two years, unless sooner discharged.
